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Washington, March 4.—The great 
event that the people of the country 
have looked ftnrwaid to for months, the 
inauguration of President Harrison, cul- 
minâtes to-day. 
Preparations for the 
inaugural festivities on a scale grander 
thán were ever known before were com- 
pleted last night. The rabx storm which 
set in Satuiday afternoon still continues 
and at 9 o'clock, although idrizzling, 
the weather bureau prophets promise 
dear weather by noon. 


Washinoton, March 4.—^There was a 
stir and bustle about the city from an 
early hour in the morning. In fact 
the restless throng that surged along the 
streets yesterday hardly quieted down 
during the whole night. By 9 o'clock 
the blare and beat of bands could be 
heard in every direction. The air re- 
sounded with national airs. Civic and 
military organizations were marching 
to their respective rendezvous, and 
streams of people were pushing their 
way to the line of march of the 
inaugural procession. A holiday was 
written on the faces of the people. 
Good nature and good humor pre- 
vailed everywhere. 
By 10 o'clock, an 
hour before the military was to move, 
the windows and seats on the stands 
erected along the line of march began to 
receive their occupants and half an hour 
later, both sides of Pennsylvania ave. 
nue, one of the great and memorable 
thoroughfares of the world, from the 
executive mansion to the capitol, was 
lined with a surging mass of humanity 
and the inauguration day was fairly be- 
gun. 
Probably a hundred thousand 
visitors and as many more of the resi- 
dent people of Washington were along 
the line of march waiting patiently to 
witness the inaugural procession, per- 
haps the most stupendous and sig- 
nificant pageant on the face of the earth, 
and to-day the most imposing demon- 
stration of the kind the country has 
ever seen. 
By this hour the various 
civil and military organizations and the 
the regular troops, which, since early 
morning with their bands and marching, 
had enlivened and animated various 
streets, had passed iJong or were^hasten- 
ing to the places assigned them in the 
great parade of the day, and the city 
presented a scene of gay animation and 
life only witnessed here on inaugural 
occasions. Fifty thousand men were 
marching or waiting to march and the 
entire population of the city seemed to 
have deserted its homes and gathered 
along the line of march. 
The crowd 
was something unprecedented, even in 
this city, accustomed to receive the 
ouirpourings of the nation's popu- 
lation.

The oath taken in 
the presence of the people becomes a 
mutud covenant. 


"The officer covenants to serve the 
whole body of the people by a fdthful 
execution of the laws, so that they may 
be the unfailing defense and security of 
those who respect and observe them, 
and that neither wedth, station nor the 
power of combinations shall be able to 
evade their just pendties, or to wrest 
them from a beneficient public purpose 
to serve the ends of crudty or selfish- 
ness. 


"My promise is spoken; yours un- 
spoken; but 
not the less red and 
solemn. The people of every state have 
here their representatives. Surely I do 
not misinterpret the spirit of the occa- 
sion when I assume that the whole body 
of the people covenant with me, and 
with each other to-day to support and 
defend the constitution and the union 
of the states, to yield willing obedience 
to all the laws, and to each and every 
other dtizen his equd civil, and politi- 
cal rights. 


"Entering thus solemnly into cove- 
nant with each other, we may reverentiy 
invoke and confidently expect the favor 
and help of Almighty God, that He will 
give to me wisdom, strength, and fideli- 
ty, and to our people a spirit of frater- 
nity and a love of righteousness and 
peace. 


"This occadon deserves peculiar in- 
terest from the f ^ t that the preddentid 
term which b ^ ^ s this day, is the 
twenty-sixth under our constitution. 
The first inauguration of President 


sovereignity to the general government, 
effected by the adoption of the consti- 
tution, was not accomplidMd until the 
suggestions of reason were strong re- 
inforced by the more imperative voice of 
experience.

by a thoughtful and o b l i ^ g officer, 
and I s h a l l e x p ^ those whom I may 
appoint to justi^ their sdection by a 
conspicuous efficiency in the discharge 
of their duties. 


Honorable party service will certainly 
not be esteemed by me a disqualification 
for public office, but it will in no case be 
allowed to serve a field for official neg- 
ligence, inoompentcy or delinquency. 
It is entire creditable to seek pul^c of- 
fice by proper methods and with proper 
motives, and all applicants will be treat- 
ed with consideraton. 
I shall need, 
and the heads of departments will need 
time for inquiry and deliberation. Persis- 
tent importunity will not, therefore,be the 
best suppAii of application for office. 
Heads of departments, bureaus, and all 
other pubhc officers having any duty 
connected 
¿herewith, 
will 
be ex- 
pected to enforce the civil service law 
fully 
and without evasion. 
Beyond 
this obvious duty I hope to do some- 
thing more to advance the reform of the 
civil service. 


While a treasmy surplus is not the 
greatest evil, it is a senous evil. 
Our 
revenue should be ample to meet the or- 
dinary annual demands upon our treas- 
ury, with a sufficient margin for those 
extraordinary, but scarcely less impera- 
tive demands which arise now and then. 
Expenditures should always be made 
witn economy and only upon public 
necessity. 
Wastefulness, prolifigacy 
or favoritism in public expenditures is 
criminal, but there is nothing in the 
condition of our countiy or of our peo- 
ple to suggest that anything presentiy 
necessary to the public prosperity, secur- 
ity or honor should be unduly 
poned. 


"With an aim to reducing the public 
debt, it is quite possible, I am sure, to 
effect the necessary reduction in our 
revenues without breaking down our 
protective tariff, or serioi^y injuring 
any domestic industry. 


"The construction of a sufficient num- 
ber of modem war ships and of their 
necessary armament should progress as 
rapidly as is consistent with care and 
periection in plans of workmanshi; 


"We should encourage the estc 
ment of American steamship Jines. The 
exchanges of commerce demand reliable 
and rapid means of communication, and 
until these are provided, the develop- 
ment of our trade with tne states lying 
south of us is impossible. 
• 


"Our pension liaws should give more 
adeqviate and discrimating releif to the 
union soldiers and sailors, and to their 
widows and orphans. 
Such occasions 
as this shoula remind us that 
we 
owe everything to their valor and sac- 
rifice. 


"It is a subject of congratulation that 
there is a nestr prospect of the admission 
into the union of the Dakotas and Mon- 
tana and Washington territories. 
This 
act of justice has been unreasonably de- 
layed in the case of some of them. 


"It is very gratifiying to observe the 
general interest now being manifiested 
m the reform of our dedtion laws. 
When congress declines to accept the 
imperfect state laws and exerts its in- 
fluence to preserve and peinetnate the 
freedom and sanctity of the ballot in all 
communities, then will complete reform 
come to the people of this hmd. Let us 
exalt patriotism and moderate onr party 
contentions. 


"Let those who would die for the 
on the fidd of battle give a better pi 
of their patriotism and a libber glo^ to 
their oonntiy by promoting iratdrnity 
and justioe. 


"No other people have a govemmmt 
more worthy of their r e s p ^ and love,
